| THE PRESS BANQUET. 


LARGE AND BRILLIANT AS- 
SEMBLY AT THE YAR- 
BOROUGH HOUSE. 


At 10 o’clock the doors of the din- 
ing rooms of the Yarborough House 
were thrown open and a large, bril- 
liant assembly of the best citizens of 
Raleigh entered, accompanied by the 
Press Convention and various pub- 
lic officials, when Jno. Nichois, Esq., 
Chairman of the Board of Trade, 

alled the assembly to order, and all 
being seated, welcomed the guests 
as follows: 

Gentlemr> of the Pess 
and fellow Citizens : 

WELcComE, is truly a North Carolina 
word, since in the traditions and poetry of 
our State, it stands forth with peculiar fa- 
vor. 

Who has not heard the fact that a gen- 
nine North Carolinian builds a fire on his 

1earth-stoue, und aiways leaves the door 
wide open. 

Or, who ever saw a thoroughbred tar-heel 
that ever closed a door of his own accord ? 
And yet this custom, which of Jatter years 
has been more honored in the breach than 
in the observance, had a meaning whick 
wus Simply this: Amid the perils of the 
forest, in early days the cheerful fires of 
night guided the weary wanderer to a wel- 
come place of repose, 

“For whose doors open farther, 

At oo knock of the stranger or tale of dis- 
aster,” 

Than that of the true North Carolinian ? 


And then, also, let us remember the 
quairt legend of our mountains, amid 
whose beautiful groves stood the home of 
a@ true man over whose door ran the 
couplet that has made his name dear to 
Memory : 


‘Welcome all, 
To Buncombe Hall.” 


And now, in the spirit of the past—in the 
hame of the Board of Trade of this flourish- 
ing Capital—I extend to you a hearty invi- 
tation to be at home with us on this occa- 
sion—to unbend yourselves and dismissal] 
spirit of formality—to admit the genial 
rays of festivity to your hearts, for you are 
all welcome to our feast. 


“This night at least forget dull care.” 


Welcome then, again. Thrice weicome 
to youall, 


The assembly then fell to at the 
sumptuous tables, which Dr. Black- 
nall and his most accomplished lady 
had adorned with flowersand covered 
with all the delicacies and substan- 
tials of the season, and a most, quiet 
and enjoyable time was had indeed, 
the guests being waited on by a Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade. 

At the conclusion of the repast, the 
creams, cakes and candies were 
served both to the gentlemen and the 
ladies present, and the regular toasts 
were commenced, the first having 
been read as follows by John Nichols, 
Esq., which was replied to by Gov. 
Caldwell : 

North Carolina—In the growing 
intelligence and enterprise of her 
sons, she looks for an early realiza- 
tion of a bright and _ prosperous 
future. May her children, under 
the guidance of the Press, and of the 
Institutions, civil, charitable and 
religious, which it fosters and 
encourages, speedily secure to her 
such a measure of development in 
material growftal culture of her peo- 
le, as wilrrender her not unequal to 
any of the States of the American 
Republic. 

Gov. Caldwell paid a’ handsome 
compliment to the public enterprise 
ofthe day and to the Press,and spoke 
feelingly of the undeveloped resour- 
ces of the State. His remarks were 
brief, but well conceived and happi- 
ly responded to by applause at their 
conclusion. 


SECOND ANNUAL TOAST. 


N. C. Agricultural Society.—Fos- 
ter parent of our varied industries, 
and pride of our people—May it re- 
tain a good Holt on their confidence 
and affection. 

This sentiment called Col. Thomas 
M. Holt to his feet, who returned 
thanks in behalfof the Society tothe 
Press and to the public, dwelt fora 
moment on the last great success of 
the same and its future bright pros- 
pects, and resumed his seat. Col. 
Holt is as modest as he is courteous ; 
and although a man of action, and 
few in words,yet he is a favorite with 
all classes of people. 

THIRD REGULAR TOAST. 


The Public Press.—The defender 
of the right,the exponer of the wrong, 
the protection of the weak. May its ef- 
fulgent raysshine brighter and bright- 
er, its influence continue to expand, 
until the whole world is made to feel 
its power. 
To this toast Maj. Engelhard 
of the Wilmington Jeurnal de- 
liyered a most happy and ap- 
propriate response. He spoke in be- 
half of the fraternity assembled and 
returned thanks to the citizens of 
Raleigh for the hospitality so boun- 
teously extended on this occasion ; 
he alluded to his early manhood in 
this city and the neighboring village 
of Chapel Hill; to the wooing and 
winning asa wife a fair daughter of 
Raleigh ; of his affection and love for 
our citizens and his gratification to be 
able to meet them 80 happily at such 
an hour and placeas this had proved 
tobe. Then he referred to the high 
and responsible duties of the editori- 
al profession ; how mighty and re- 
spected the pen had become in hands 
truly great and fearless; and in the 
language of Sheridan he paid a glow- 
ing tribute to its past prowess, its in- 
creasing strength, and apostrophized 
it as the only weapon which left free 
could crusha tyrant or — down 
corruption from its strong hold in 
the hour of need. (Prolonged ap- 
plause greeted the speaker as he con- 
cluded.)

The Cotton Trade.—The king of 
commerce like loyal subjects, we 
yield a cheerful submission to its 
rule, and hope to see its dominions 


extended.

Genltemen of the Press Association 
of North Carolina, Board of Trade 
of Raleiyh and Fellow- Citizens: 


FELLOW CITIZ*Nns—The subject assigned 
me is one not of local, State oreven nation- 
al importdnce alone, but one of world-wide 
importance, involving the commercial in- 
terest of the globe, and commznding the 
best talents of the world. In the handling 
of which, either as producers, manutactur- 
e1s, factors or speculators, millions ef the 
human family derive their daily bread. 
Of such vast importance,and so sensitive 
isthe commercial world in regard to it, that 
thousands and hundreds of thousands of 
doliars are daily ventured on its future. 
And yet this product of such immense 
importance to the world, can only be pro- 
duced in its perfection in this our beloved 
sunny land of the South. 

and when we rightly sagretane the 
mighty water power that we have in such 
abundance, and manufacture as well as 
produce this great staple, will we, as a peo- 
ple, place ourse!ves on a firm and pr. sper- 
perous basis. We will fer ourselves on to- 
morrow see What well directed business 
foresight and energy can do and will hear 
the hum of a factory that is alike a credit 
to eur State and the South, and let us hope 
that it isa music that we shall soon heagon 
very many of our noble streams. 

Gen'lemen of the Press, I wouid caJl your 
attention tothe tact of the great injustice 
dore North Carolina in her representation 
tc the world as a cotion growing State. 
We have no port but that of Wilmington, 
from which cotton to any great extent is 
Shipped, of which accurate statistics are 
kept; and the result is, all our cotton goes 
to the credit of the port of Charleston, S. 
C.,on theone side and Norfolk, Va., on 
the other, aniit is in large part the vast 
amount of cotton from the r4ilroads ino this 

State, that has sweiled the amount of cot- 
ten received by Norfolk untii she is now 
the third cotton receiving port in the Uni- 
ted States, But, gentlemen, [ am not to- 
night, in the few minutes allotted me to 
discuss this great subject, to do so, as to 
either its national or State importance but 
as to the effect of the cotton trade op our 
own fair and rapidly growing city. Oneof 
the fathers of the cotton trade of our city 
is with us to-night. Thirty years 
ago he commenced the eotton trade here 
and I myself in 1843 as clerk with one of 
our merchants, also commenced to buy 
here. We then bought for the Milton Man- 
ufacturing Company, Cane Creek Factory, 
and for Gov. Mor -head’s factories. Our 
purchases were only made from parties 1n 
this county—no cotton was brought here 
for sale, but we went to the farm, weighed 
and received the cotton and sent the wag 
ons forit. The purchases of cotton up to 
close of war .did not exceed 2U0,to 600 bales 
a year, Immediately after the war most of 
our factories 1n this State, and one in Vir- 
ginia, commenced to get their supplies 
here, and the sales increased in the first 5 
years from 1,500 to 9,0U0 bales, then to 12,090 
then to 15,000, and last year to nearly 25,000, 
and we have every reason to believe that 
our receipts and sales this year will nearly 
reach 35,000 bales! Which at an average of 
l5cts., will give our city as a basis for its 
trade,two millions and a quarter of dollars! 
We ure row receiving large quantities of 
cotton sy the different Railroads from as 
far West as Salisbury, East as Kiuston,and 
North as Weldon. I have myself known 
cotton in one day,to be sold here from 
NINE different eounties, Nash, Granville, 
Franklin, Orange, Chatham, Cumberland, 
Wayne, Johnstoa and Wake. And what 
has produced this wonderful change and 
increase ot receipts? First, the character 
of our cotton has become known to the 
manufactures of this and other countries, 
anu though the staple is not so long as the 
cotton further South, yet, it is from the 
lowest to the highest grade unusually clean 
and free from sand—that most destructive 
of all substances to machinery. And again 
our railroads meeting the spirit of the 
age have reduced; freights, and give us fa- 
cilities to ship direct under through Bills 
of Lading to any part of the world, and 
then abvve all, our merchants and business 
meu, With an energy and determination 
tnat knows nosuch word as FAIL, have of- 
fered inducements that shave and will con- 
tinue to command increasing business. 
We have reduced the margin between this 
market and New York from 2c pei pound 
until this week there has been only % of a 
here agfween cotton of the same grade 
Near New VYark_ The | 
Baitimore, and thosein Lowel , Fallaviver, 
Providence and Middlesex, Mass., appre- 
Ciating the advantages that our market 
oflers, are buying tneir suppl-es direct 
from our merchants, being cheap-r for 
them and vastly more profitable to the 
producer, as both parties Save the ever-in- 
creasing charges tor selting and buying in 
the larger eities. And now, sirs, What has 
been the effect of this grea. and increasing 
irade in our city? it is this that has 
caused tospring up iike ma: ie the solid 
biocks of magnificent stores, warehouses 
and other business buildings that wouid 
do credit to any city, and it is this that en- 
ubles me to state as a fact that at this mo- 
ment there are thirty-five residences, 
either new building er under contract, 
some of them that would adorn any street 
many city, and in addition to them there 
are six large warehouses now under con- 
tract. One of them on this square where I 
pow stand will, when compieted, be the 
largest in the State, storing five thou- 
sand bales of cotton. It will co-t to 
complete the buildings, publicand private 
pow tnder contract, over six hundr 
thousand dcliars! The increase in the 
value of real estate here is astounding, 
and out for the real trans :ctions in doilars 
wouldseem fatulous. On lhis square a lot 
that a few years before the war suid for $800 
has recentiy be n sold for $10,000 cash, and 
| learn the party purchasi: g has been of- 
fered a large profit. And anvther lot, also 
on this square, brought some years since 
for $2,500 has recentiv been sold at $25,000, 
and stranger yet, a corner io on ene of our 
back streets Was some months ago sold at 
the rate of $313,510 per acre. 

Before the war we had one dray to do the 
carrying of our city, Now we have sixty- 
five licensed drays besides the large num- 
ber o private drays. The increase in our 
railroads in their receipts nas been in 
keeping with other im» rovements. The 
K.& A. A. L. RB. R., though unfinished and 
running only 40 miles in the country, now 
has as large receipts as tue R. w G.R.R. 
that connects at Wek on with other Kail- 
roads that lead to all parts of the world, 
had for many years before the war. And 
the increase and superior accommodation 
of our hotels has kept pace with our other 
improvements, and what could more elo- 
quently speak of such improvements than 
the elegant banquet before us. 

Gentlemen, my time is out, but my sub- 
ject is not and would not be exhausted for 
an hour in speaking of the effects of the 
cotton trade our city. ButI must before 
[,close speak of one ‘other matter, I allude 
to the th:ee female seminaries in our city 
that are both our pride .nd ornament, and 
which are so worthily represented here 


to-night. 2

Internal Improvements.—The great 
arteries through which flows a na- 
tion’s commerce, and one of the most 
Important agencies in revolutioniz- 
ing the business of the world. May 
they increase with our increasing 
wants, and continue to multiply in 
usefulness. 

Gen. Wm. R. Cox, in answer to 
the summons, playfully hu- 
morously discussed a_ thread-bare 
question, attracting sustained atten- 
tion throughout. He said that there 
was an editor inthe room from Cher- 
okee. How he got here he did not 
know, but informed him that when 
he got back home he might say that 
the railroad would soon be there also.

TitERE is serious apprehensions Ist 
the fires now raging in the lumber 
regions of Michigan should rival 
those which occurred in the fall of 
is7l. A large amount of property 
has been destroyed, and considerable 
damage done to railroads running 
through the burnt district. As yet, 
no great loss of life has taken place, 
but, as all attempts to subdue the 
flames have been unsuccessful, it. is 
feared that some small settlements 
may be entirely surrounded and 
burned. Happily, there is a promise 


of rain for this region; no other 
agency is as effective against a forest 
fire. 


A Beautiful Virginia Lake. 

The Richmond ZLnguirer bas been 
engaged in writing up the Summer 
resorts of that State, and among other 
articles we find the following descrip- 
tion of a beautiful lake embosomed 
on the top of a mountain: 


‘To the curious or lover of roman- 
tic scenery, nothing in our State will 
so well repay asa trip from Chris- 
tiansburg (a station on the Virginia 
and Tennessee railroad) to the Salt 
Sulphur, Sweet Springs, and Green- 
brier White Sulphur, stopping for a 
day or two en route at Mountain 
Lake, or as it was formerly called, 
Salt Pond, This object,of nature is 
situsted on the summitof the Salt 
Pond mountain, in Giles,county. 

It is alake of pure fresh water, 
abouta mile and a halfin circuit 
and three quarters of a mile long, 
sunk in the mountain at an eleva- 
tion of four thousand five hundred 
Jeet above the level of the sea, and is 
fed by no visible stream. The lake 
is said to be enlarging instead of di- 
minishing since 1804, when it was 
first discoyered. Since that time it 
has risen 275 feet, and no drought 
has ever affected it. It is without 
fish, and though some were placed 
in it they have disappeared. Among 
its mysterious attractions is the sin- 
gular fact that its depth is unfath- 
omable. A line 300 feet in length 
touched no bottom. 

The visitor looking down from the 
boat into the water sees at some 
points large trees, long since over- 
whelmed—a wierd, leafless forest yet 
rooted in its original soil. The effect 
is indescribable; it is that of the 
glimpses of a strange, solemn world 
of shapes that look heavy as stone or 
bronze, and yet suspended in the 
water, 

The origin of this singular sheet 
of water is unknown. It is sup- 
posed to have been formed by the 
emnening of the countless deer and 
buffalo who once frequented a salt- 
lick, which tradition says once exist- 
ed here, the earth thus being beaten 
down and enabled to “hold water.” 
This explanation wili not, however, 
account for the great depth, and it is 

probable that the lake is due to some 
subterranean stream like ‘‘ Lost riv- 
er.”” A lady, visiting it, said she felt 
as if “ the bottom might fall out.”

General Concha, Spain has ijearned 
nothing; and from that day to this 
she has been losing her yast depen- 
dencies, until she is now stripped 
naked, and wants but a few more 
losses of territory and reputation to 
become contemptible. 


London economist considers 
Bismarck’s ecclesiastical policy a 
childish and mistaken departure 
from the wise rule followed in Amer- 
ea by the State in its relation to the 
Chureh, viz: neither to help nor 
hinder any faith.

_ MAps By TELEGRAPH.—In the 
journalism of the future exact maps 
and diagrams of localities described 
may accompany news dispatches by 
telegraph. A member of the Parisian 
academy of science has devised a 
method to this efleect, in which a nu- 
merally graduated semi-circular plate 
of glass is laid by-the telegrapher 
over the map to be transmitted, and 
a pencil of mica, attached to a pivot- 
ed strip of metal, also divided into 
numbers, allowed to move over the 
plate. Looking through a fixed eye- 
piece, the operator traces out his map 
an the glass with the adjustable mica 
pencil, and, noticing the numbers 
suecessively touched on the plate and 
an the moving metal arm, teletraphs 
them to his correspondent, who, by 
means of an exactly similar appara- 
tus, is thereby enabled to trace out 
an exactly similar map.
